4. Intel's records, kept in the ordinary course of business, reflect that on June 3, 2002, 
inventor Andy Glew informed the Intel Legal Department that he was leaving Intel. The 
email message to this effect is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 

5. Intel records, kept in the ordinary course of business, also reflect that on September 23, 
2003, Mr. Nguyen sent to inventors Erik Cota-Robles and Gil Neiger, via email, a final 
draft of the above-referenced patent application and associated figures, along with an 
Inventor Declaration and Power of Attorney form and an Assignment.

I gained personal 
knowledge of this fact by reviewing Intel's records that are kept in the ordinary course of 
business. (Supporting documents included as Exhibit C). 

7. The above-identified patent application was filed with an un-signed Inventor Declaration 
and Power of Attorney form at the U.S. Patent Office on September 30, 2003. I gained 
personal knowledge of this filing date by reviewing copies of papers, kept in the ordinary 
course of business, that Intel's legal counsel (BSTZ) received from the Patent and 
Trademark Office. The filing receipt for the above-identified patent application is 
attached hereto as Exhibit D. 

8. On December 29, 2003, BSTZ received a "Notice to File Missing Parts of 
Nonprovisional Application (Filing Date Granted) with a mailing date of December 22, 
2003.

9. In order to timely respond to the December 22, 2003 Notice to File Missing Parts, a 
number of attempts and diligent efforts have been made to obtain inventor Andy Glew's 
signature on the Inventor Declaration and Power of Attorney form for the above- 
referenced patent application. I became aware of these efforts on Tuesday, March 16, 
2004 when I was notified by an administrative assistant at BSTZ, Natalie Adair, that the 
response to the Notice to File Missing Parts was due, and the were already into the first 
extension period.

10. During the course of the next several weeks, I learned that the following diligent efforts 
to obtain Mr. Glew's signature had been made: 

1) Intel records, kept in the ordinary course of business, reflect that the final draft and 
figures, along with a copy of the Declaration and Power of Attorney forms, were sent 
to Mr. Glew, requesting his signature, via Federal Express, on September 26, 2003.

By cover letter, Mr. Nguyen asked Mr. Glew to sign the forms, and to return the 
forms to Mr. Nguyen via fax. The forms were never returned to Mr. Nguyen. 
(Supporting document included as Exhibit G). 

2) On November 12, 2003, Intel attorney Peter Lam assumed responsibility for the 
above-referenced patent application. 

3) On January 16, 2004, Peter Lam's administrative assistant, Anne Collette, again sent, 
via Federal Express, the application, Declaration and Assignment to Mr. Glew, 
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requesting that he sign the documents and return them in an enclosed self-addressed 
stamped envelope. The forms were never returned to Ms. Collette (Supporting 
document included as Exhibit H). 

4) On March 16, 2004, Ms. Collette contacted Mr. Glew via email, forwarding the 
Declaration and Assignment, and requesting that he sign the documents and return 
them to her via fax or email. (Email message attached as Exhibit I) 

5) On March 1 8, 2004, Mr. Glew responded to Ms. Collette via email, indicating that he 
had not yet read the patent application and that he was "spending all of my working 
hours on work I get paid for." (Email message attached as Exhibit J). 

6) On April 6, 2004, Ms. Collette contacted me to indicate that Mr. Glew had still not 
responded to her efforts to obtain his signature on the Declaration and Assignment. 
(Email message attached as Exhibit K). 

7) On Friday, May 7, 2004 1 contacted Mr. Glew by email, requesting that he provide 
his signature for the documents that Ms. Collette had previously forwarded to him. 
(Email message attached as Exhibit L). Mr. Glew did not respond to such message. 

8) Also on Friday, May 7, 1 directed Ms. Collette to send a letter, via express mail, to 
Mr. Glew, requesting his signatures on the formal documents. Enclosed with such 
letter were additional copies of the final draft of the patent application, the 
Declaration, the Assignment, and a stamped return envelope. This letter indicated 
that, if Mr. Glew failed to provide his signature within a reasonable time (one week), 
his failure to act would be construed as a refusal to sign. Mr. Glew did not respond to 
such letter. (Document attached as Exhibit M).
